WASHINGTON, April 21.—A delegation 


of 
Pennsylvania 
wqrkingmen, 050 


strong, to protest against the passage 
of the Wilson tariff bill, arrived in 
Washington at noon Saturday. 
They 


quietly proceeded to Metezerot's hall, 
where they held a mass meeting for 
tlie purpose of drawing up a petition 
and resolutions, to be presented to con- 
gress Saturday, protesting against the 
passage of the Wilson tariff bill. 
The 


league' is composed of both democrats 
and republicans. 


They expect to parade Saturday if 


(hey get a permit from the police au- 
thorities. One of the leaders says that 
they will have 3,000 men in line and 
that they will march to the Capitol at 
1 o'clock, where they expect to get a 
hearing before the finance committee. 
In the event the hearing is not accord- 
ed them Saturday, they will try to se- 
cure one Monday. 


Chairman Voorhees and the other 


democratic members of the finance 
committee of the senate will then be 
confronted with serious questions. To 
be consistent with their denial of oral 
petitions, they wilt necessarily refuse 
this 
vast body of workingmen any 


hearing whatever. In that ease noth- 
ing will be left but tbe peaceful return 
of the visitors to their homes. Whether 
this can be accomplished without a dis- 
turbance is a question. 


The presence of these respectable 


nnd orderly citizens in Washington can 
be compared to nothing in the history 
of the United States, nor is it akin to 
to the popular attacks upon the gen- 
eral assembly in France preceding the 
revolution, nor to the contemplated in- 
vasion of London by Watt Tyler. 
The 


senators considered the problem very 
seriously Friday nisrht. 


This movement has excited both re- 


spect and fear. It is not at^ll like the 
invasion of Corey's army, and requires 
very different consideration. Itis prob- 
able that when the Poffer resolution to 
appoint a special committee on com- 
munications, which has already excited 
t\vo days of fiery debate, comos up in 
the senate Saturday. Senator Al|en, of 
Nebraska, will make use of the pres- 
ence of these orderly workingmen to 
reinforce his protest against armed in- 
terference with such peaceful visitors' 
to the capitol, while lobbyists are wel- 
comed with open arms. 


It is certain that the events'of Satur- 


day may he of great importance, be- 
ginning as they will with the arrival 


--•of large numbers of orderly visitors 


liUc those who came Friday, followed 
by the swift transaction of business at 
the mooting of these workmen and a 
concerted and lawful demand upon the 
senate for that right of petition guar- 
anteed by the constitution and denied 
by a majority of the financial commit- 
tee. Xo scene of disorder is likely to 
occur, but the moral cit'ccl of a refusal 
to hear tlicse petitioners against the 
Wilson hill may have serious results in 
the future and may make Saturday a 
marked day in history.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Senator ilaw- 
ley Friday- delivered a most eloquent, 
conservative and forcible reply to the 
infiamma tory speech which the Ne- 
braska populist, Senator Allen, made 
Thursday in relation to the invasion of 
Washington by Coxey's army. 
Mr.' 


Hawley's remarks closed with a lan- 
guage of a nature seldom heard in the 
senate, and which startled that body 
into unwonted excitement. 


Gazing directly at Senator Allen, who 


had listened attentively to his re- 
marks, Gen. Hawley, speaking with 
calm deliberation, said: 


"The speech of the senator from Ne- 


braska was one that would have been 
received with tumultuous applause in a 
meeting of anarchists. 
Ifc had in it, 


not requiring a microscope to see it, 
but visible to the naked eye, the bacte- 
ria and bacilli of anarcny. 


"The demonstration now being tnade 


by what is known us Coxey's army in 
the march upon the capitol is an extra- 
ordinary course of proceeding which is 
without precedent in the United States 
any where, unless it be found in the 
colonial days in New Hampshire, when 
a body of men took possession of the 
legislature; to g-o farther buck, when 
the Gauls marched into the Roman sen- 
ate and shook the venerable beards of 
the senators. 


"The men coming here sa3T they are 


'the people,' a.nd the senate has heard 
tho senator from Nebraska speak of 
them as 'the people.' The men who 
are coming here do not represent the 
great voice of the American people. 
They do not represent the American 
people in the manner or avowed pur- 
pose of their coining. (They come here 
to make an impression upon Congress 
by mere physical presence. 


As these startling words fell from the 


lips of Gen. Hawley, Senator Allen 
turned pale and fingered a book upon 
his desk with evident agitation. He 
rose to reply, trembling with excite- 
ment, but before he could utter a word, 
and perhaps fortunately for decorum 
of the senate, the vice president laid 
the tariff bill before the body. The 
subject must, however, come up again 
Saturday, when Senator Allen may 
make a sensational speech.

for the Government. 


WASHINGTON-, April 21.—"There is no 


present indication of any attempt to 
foreclose tho government's mortgage 
on the Pacific .railroads," said Senator 
Brice, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on. Pacific railroads, Friday mc/i'ti- 
ing. 
"Of course," said Mr. Brice, "the 


futxire may see such proceedings be- 
gun, and much depends upon what the 
security holders behind the govern- 
ment agree to do. The attorney-gen- 
eral is now preparing a bill on this sub- 
ject, but not having seen it I can not 
say. anything about its provisions. 


"Much depends naturally upon the 


condition of the roads, as set forth in 
their next annual reports. 
The earn- 


ings of these roads is not what it ought 
to be, .and if the security holders agree 
upon some plan whereby money will 
be put in and the ,property taken care 
of, it would seem to be good policy on 
the part of the government to extend 
its mortgage at a lower rate rather 
than dispose of its interest at what 
would surely be a. sacrifice. The whole 
subject is, however, in such a condition 
at present that it is hard to tell what 
the outcome will be."

Thebes was almost destroyed. Two- 
thirds of the houses in the town were 
damaged, and mosbof them were ru- 
ined. Scores of families are homeless 
The greatest confusion and fright pre- 
vailed throughout the district all the 
evening, and it was therefore impos- 
sible to learn positively how many were 
injured. 
As far as is known nobody 


was killed.

and much damage was done.

Athens the earthquake lasted half a 
minute.

On (the 
strength of Barresa's statements three 
different parties have been outfitted in 
late years from San Dimas, a mining 
camp on tlie west side of tho range, in 
the effort to locate the deserted city 
and secure the treasure whicli the Mex- 
ican said it contained. 


Tho story of Barresa, who was alive 


up to a few years ago, is that when a 
young man of twenty-five years of age 
he was imprisoned in the earcel in the \ 
city of Duranjro on the charge of cat- 
tle-stealing'. Whether guilty or not 
he declined to say, but at'any rate he 
succeeded in malting his escape from 
jail and lied to the mountain wilds of 
tlio north m the effort to reach his old 
home at 
San Dimas. 
Tho Sierra 


Madras in tho state of Durango are 
among the wildest mountains in the 
world and arc almost impassable. The 
fugitive soon became lost and for many 
days wandered in an almost demented , 
condition over* the rugged fastnesses. 
One day in coming out upon^a precipi- 
tous hlufi looking down into a deep 
valley he saw far below him what apr 
peared to be a populous city. After 
great difficulty he succeeded in de- 
scending tho precipitous wall which 
hemmed in the settlement from tho 
outside world, but found, to his amaze-' 
meut, not an inhabitant in sight. Ex- 
ploring the city, he found the houses 
deserted and tho courts of tho."Swell- 
ings grown up with rank weeds and 
tropical plants. Exploring further, ha 
found signs which told him that the 
city had been deserted or its people 
swept suddenly out of existence while 
pursuing tho ordinary vocations of 
life. The place could easily be rccojrr 
nized as an old Spanish mining1 town 
by the works which remained, and, 
going into tho old mills and arrastras, 
he found large stores of silver ore left 
while in the process of being worked. 


Tho discoverer took samples of his ' 


ore and after many more days of wan- 
dering finally fovtnd^his way to Hail 
Dimas, where he had tho samples 
assayed. They proved to be very rich 
in silver, with some gold, and the story 
told by the Mexican created large in- 
terest. A party, with Uarresa as its 
guide, soon set oiit to locate the place 
and sack it of its riches. But as the 
mountains were without trails and the 
country in general one of the roughest 
in the world lie was unable to again 
find tho place, the trail to which was 
at least very obscure and intricate. 
Two other attempts to find the hidden 
city under the direction of the Mex- 
ican were made in later years, but 
were no more successful than the first. 
As yicre was every reason to believe 
the story many of the associates of 
Barresa, who lived to be over ninety 
years old, at. various times have es- 
sayed to rediscover tho ancient eity 
and its workings. Many of them have 
come to grief and have never been heard 
of since trying to unravel the mystery 
of the Sierras. 


Richard B. Chism, of the City of 


Mexico, a well-known mining1 man and 
at present editor of the Mexican Miner, 
was, personally acquainted with Bar- 
resa when he was an old man, and says 
there can be little doubt that the lata 
find made la but an accidental discov- 
ery of what has been searched for 
through many years. Mr. Chism is en- 
tirely familiar with the country in a 
general way and says tho Spaniards 
three hundred years ago had largo 
mines worked by native slaves in the 
region. -If the fresh efforts which will 
be shortly made to locate the city suc- 
ceed in their purpose he thinks some 
of the richest silver mines in the re- 
public will probably be reopened to 
the light and to work;

Everybody that has had any^cxperi- 


ence with the national legislation says 
that Uncle Sam is not only stingy but 
mean in his trcatmen.t of his creditors. 
Government officers iiji their official ca- 
pacity have, from time to time, made 
contracts binding Uncle Sam to pay 
certain sums in return for certain 
goods or services, but when the 'Cred- 
itors come to Washington to collect 
their money from congress they gener- 
ally fail in their mission. 


Now while it may be that Uncle Sam 


is moan and stingy in such matters it is 
only fair to remember that Uiere was 
never anybody so pestered with duns. 
People who say that he owes them 
money are always swarming about the 
capitol when congress is in session, 
while thousands of such claimants all 
over the country are continually clam- 
oring by letter for payment. Some of 
them are cranks and not a few are 
frauds, but many arc honest creditors, 
hopeful or despairing1 of a settlement. 
Numerous are the bad debts recorded 
against the government, which has 
often been accused of never paying 
anything when it can help doing so. 


Yes, 
some of them are cranks, hut 


they have become so because "hope 
deferred maketh the heart sick," not 
to speak of the wear aud tear on the 
brain. Sonic of them are frauds, but 
nearly all claims have some honest 
foundation. True 
stories 
of lives 


ruined, fortunes wrecked and homes 
destroyed in the prosecution of just 
claims against the government would 
fill a libniry of volumes. Unpaid vic- 
tims haunt the legislative lobbies from 
congress to congress, pursuing the- de- 
linquent debtor with never-dying hope, 
while scores of others are relegated to 
the poorhouscs and the lunatic asy- 
lums. Some such debts due from the 
nation are handed down by the credit- 
'ors from generation to generation- 
legacies usually productive of only 
misery and unhappiness. 


Nothing is more difficult than to get 


the most just claim against Uncle Sam 
through congress. However favorably 
recommended by a committee, the 
chances are enormously against its 
ever reaching consideration by the 
house. 
Supposing that it passes the 


house, a miracle must interpose to se- 
cure its approval by the senate and 
the president's signature. If only this 
last be lacking the claimant must be- 
gin at the beginning again in the next 
congress,,as if he had never taken a 
step ..before. The labor of Sisyphus, 
whose'stone always rolled down to the 
foot'of the hill before he could get it 
quite at the top, was nothing to this. 


It is not true, as is generally believed, 


that claim agents or lobbyists are dis- 
reputable persons; but it is true that a 
great many sharks and vultures pre- 
tending to be claim agents cause trou- 
ble aud delay in many cases by their 
questionable 
practices. They 
send 


circulars broadcast to the uninformed, 
suggesting thut the latter are entitled 
to moneys from 
the treasury. By 


way of fee for looking into the matter 
they demand S3 or S3 in advance, with 
the assurance that nothing further 
will be demanded unless the claim is 
allowed. Having got the fee, their in- 
terest ceases in the claim, which is in 
due 
course disallowed. Meanwhile 


they send out more circulars soliciting 
victims. Consequently more than BO 
per cent, of all claims are found de- 
void of merit. 


Suits are to this day being brought 


for slaves killed and stolen by the 
Creek Indians during the hostilities 
with that nation in 1830 in Alabama, 
the value of the human chattels being 
estimated at 81,000 each. There are 
numerous claims outstanding against 
the government for dogs taken by the 
Indians, their worth being reckoned at 
from S5 to S50. A woman in Nebraska 
has recently applied for repayment for 
property destroyed by the Indians, 
who, 
on August 7, 1864, burned 
her

to Washington and obtain their dis- 
charge at the war department. 
At 


the same time they ask for pay from 
the close of the war to the date of such 
formal release, and are both surprised 
and grieved at not getting it. - Others 
write that having been paid for their 
services in greenbacks they now want 
the difference between the valuo of 
the greenbacks they received and gold, 
paper money having since risen to par. 
One difficulty commonly experienced, 
in paying war claims out of the treas- 
ury under existing laws concerns the 
widows. Not a few old soldiers seem 
to have as many as three or four 
widows, while numbers of them had 
two each. Thus it is very puzzling to 
find out 'which one to pay in every 
case. 
Some foreigners who enlisted 


bad families abroa.d and families in 
this country also. Naturally the wid- 
ows on this side usually applied first 
for money due, and, after they were 
paid, claims would come ill from the 
real and previous widows across the 
ocean. 


The pension claims are as the sands 


of the seashore for number, and as 
the colors of the kaleidoscope or prism 
for variety. There is an old lady in 
West Washington 
named Kearney. 


Her 
husband wat, a union soldier. 


During the rebellion the federal troops 
encamped about her place and took all 
her live stock and other movable prop- 
erty, valued at 820,000. 
She has been 


asking congress for repayment ever 
since, but she will never get it, though 
no dispute is made of her right to the 
money. 


Dr. Mary Walker did good service as 


a surgeon in the army during the late 
war. 
She was paid for the first twelve 


months, but at the end of that time 
the war department discovered that it 
had no right to employ a woman in 
such capacity. Nevertheless she kept 
on without pay for three years longer, 
and for this she asked the government 
to grant her $3,000. 
Her claim has 


been favorably reported in many con- 
presses, but never reached on the cal- 
endar. 


Two million claims have been filed 


with the second auditor of the treas- 
ury since the war; and every other 
bureau has a considerable number of 
claims for consideration. . Verily it is 
true that the claimant is abroad in the 
land.

Until within tho, last few- 
years it was unknown to science, 
mainly owing to the fact .that it is a 
hermit among feathered creatures, de- 
lighting in the silence" of deserts.

dwells on mountain heights - above 
seven thousand feet in elevation. The 
quezal was the royal bird of the Az- 
tecs. Its brtast is a, brilliant scarlet,

Ail the Lushai smoke inveterately, 


even children of five years of age, and 
their children reek with rank tobacco 
smoke, says a writer in Gentleman's 
Magazine. The men use short pipes 
made of bamboo; the women use a 
more elaborate one, the bowl of clay 
communicating to a stem with a re- 
ceptacle for water, through which the 
smoke passes to a loiur, slender mouth- 
piece of ornamental metal. The water 
in the receptacle, when fouled by to- 
bacco juice, is emptied into small 
gourds stoppered with a plug of wood. 
These gourds are carried by the men 
in cotton bags with other necessary 
articles for traveling, and a mouthful 
of the contents is occasionally sipped 
and the mouth rinsed therewith, when 
it is spat out. 


It is considered polite to offer a sip 


from this gourd to a friend, as a pinch 
of sn-aff was formerly in Europe^ A 
frieudly native will do so even to an 
Englishman, but the writer has never 
heard of anyone except Maj. Lewin 
who has had the courage to accept the 
compliment. That officer, when depu- 
ty commissioner of the Chittagong' 
hill tracts, rendered himself thorough- 
ly familiar with the habits of the bor- 
der tribes, and is probably the best 
authority on all matters regarding 
those dwelling near the Chittagong' 
frontier.

Small 
of growth and bloom, by those who 
never.see beauty except in dazzle it 
might be considered insignificant, but 
to the real .flower-lover who will not 
be entirely given over to.scarlet ger- 
aniums and hollyhocks it possesses a 
beanty all its own. There is such a 
distinct individuality about its dainty 
blossoms, such an air of good cheer 
and comfortable adaptability to cir- 
cumstanccs-r-entirely borne out, too, 
by its life—such a winsome sprightli- 
ness and altogether lovabloness that it 
always reminds me of bright-faced 
children whenever I see it. 


It is the laugh of the flowers. Some 


of them preach and someof them pray, 
but the sweet alyssum laughs "right 
out loud." The whole border may 
preach, the lilies droop their lovely 
heads, "lilp penitents in prayer," the 
callas lift their snowy chalices in mute 
protest against the whole world^s 
wickedness "und the impurity of earth 
generally; but the sweet little alyssum 
—nothing.daunted by the sermonizing 
of statelier flowers—will run riot, over 
the ground, screening its impurities 
from sight, filling in chinks with its 
beauty, caressing the feet of roses and 
rue alike, and seeming to my errant 
fancy to be keeping1 up a running ac- 
companiment of cheerful comment or 
an undercurrent of perpetual merri- 
ment all the while. 
Ivike childhood it 


is irrepressible. 


The seed of the sweet alyssum. not 


so fine as to be difficult to manage, is 
flat and round, of a light brown or tan 
color, and stored full of vitality. Plant 
twenty-five of them in a fine sandy 
loam, and with ordinary treatment you 
may be reasonably sure of as many 


' plants, each one of which will be 


of interest from the first moment it 


be placed. Then fasten a small Inuncn 
mirror, whose length is the width of 
the box, in the center of the open side 
or front of the cabinet; it can be hung 
to a small brass 
rod 
that passes 


across the upper side of the front.' On 
the same rod hang curtains of plain 
stuff on either side of this mirror 
panel.

The mirror frame may also be 
gilded. 


The cabinet is set on two stout fancy 


black or gilded iron brackets.

set too high 
on 


the. wall, 
as that would 
prevent 


an easy look at the bottles. Tlie top 
can be used as a shelf to hold a clock 
and mantel ornaments, particularly in 
a room without a mantel. The mirror 
and curtains give it a fanciful decora- 
tive look, so thatitisa pretty "furnish- 
ing" in any room, but where the house- 
hold is large the cabinet is very prop- 
erly placed in an upper hall or bath- 
room, to be readily accessible to every- 
one.—Detroit Free Press.

sends up its initial four trim, pretty, 
light green leaves. When oiicc these 
iiro thriftily growing you may be al- 
most sure of your plant. 


I like to sow the scad in boxes in the 


house; it, is so very interesting'to watch 
them grow. 
It tnkes such a very little 


time for the seeds to poke tbvir little 
green promise above the soil, and so 
very soon the smiling blooms appear. 
It is a good plant for the amateur to 
begin with. Vicing .such slight tax on 
the patience, as few plants admit. 
When your tiny plants arc tu'o inches 
high transplant into thumbs and pinch 
out the top. (toing on with the growth, 
continue the shifting and pinching 
processes until they are in four-inch 
pots, then desist; you will have finely- 
rounded compaot little plants which 
will soon bo perfect little pyramids of 
fragrant blooms. 


A convenient and effective way of 


growing the alyssum is to sow the 
seed directly in long narrow boxes 
fitted to tho window sill and about 
four inches deep. 
Its needs, grown 


thus, will bo light, moisture, not too 
hot a sunshine, very occasionally weak 
liquid manure and—room to spread it- 
self. 
Given these, it will more than 


reward you for your care of it by send- 
ing out, surprisingly soon, a munifi- 
cence of dainty bloom, small and shyly 
at first, us though half afraid of its 
first impression upon you, but waxing 
stronger and stronger, and sweeter 
find sweeter, until you grow to love it 
in the henrtwholc way its winsome- 
npss deserves. The seed may be sown 
directly in the border where it is to 
bloom or it may be transplanted with 
perfect case. Sown thickly, it makes 
» beautiful edging plant or a distinct 
line in n ribbon bed. 
T!ut do not let 


it grow too rankly, keep it trimmed 
"nd pinched in, and in place, and if 
after awhile it is going too much to 
seed shear it back sharply. It will 
then spring up to a fresh growth and 
be all the lovelier for the seemingly 
rough treatment. Then in the autumn 
ymi will find around the larger plants 
llio tiny four-leaved ones springing up 
which are just what you want in quan- 
tify for your window garden. A pretty 
effect, is produced by growing 
the 


alyssum in clumps between 
taller 


plants. It will spread itself out like 
:in oval mat and be a mass of bloom. 


*wcet alyssum makes a beautiful 


Bracket plant. 
It shonld then be 


pinched in less, rather allowed to grow 
ln its natural wayward beanty, and 
though the branches attain no great 
length it is pretty in such a position.

CHLOROFORM IN ITS EARLY DAYS 


The CurioKlty of an Undergraduate In 


1801 W«» Amply KepaliJ. 


Your notice of the discovery of chlor- 


oform in 1347 recalls a curious experi- 
ence in my Cambridge undergraduate 
life, says II. G. M. iu the London News. 
One evening in January, 1S51, I west 
to a cfccmist's shop and ordered some 
photographic chemicals to be sent to 
ray rooms hard by; I was lodging on 
the parade. Seeing an ounce bottle of 
chloroform on the counter 1 bought it 
out o£ curiosity and took it away with 
me, leaving the chemicals to follow. 
In my own rooms, seated in an arm- 
chair. I put four drops on my handker- 
chief, nnd, carefully placing the bottle 
on the table at same distance from me, 
1 sniffed the handkerchief. 
A pleas- 


ant sensation and a singing in my ears 
was the only result. So, shortly after- 
ward, I counted out eight drops and 
acted as before. 
The next thing I remember is find- 


ing myself on the floor on my back, my 
dress undone, my face, etc., dripping 
with cold water and hearing a voice: 
"He's coming to, I do believe." Yes, 
it was so. I came to after having been 
unconscious two hours and a half. 
Next day my doctor, when out with 
the foxhounds, was greeted 
with: 


"Hullo, doctor. So you raised a man 
from the dead last night." 
"You 


may well say that." was the reply, 
"for I had given up all hopes " I was 
very puzzled to account for the effect 
of mv carefully-measured dose- All I 
could gather from the servant was* that 
she had brought me up a parcel from 
the chemist, and, seeing me asleep, 
tried to wake me. Then, "finding I was 
dead," she ran down into the shop, 
calling out: "Mr. 31 
ia dead." Two

Well, yon know, sir, I 


thought you had fainted, and I see the 
bottle on the table anc'. I thought it 
was salts, so 1 took out the stopper and 
held it to your nose, but as it didn't do 
no good I poured a lot of it out into 
my hand and rubbed it all over your 
nose and mouth." I told the doctor 
the story. He replied: "Well, my dear 
fellow, all I can say is this: Ifeveryou 
have to undergo an operation you can 
tell your family doctor that you can 
take" chloroform." Thnak God, that 
nccessitv h->s never arisen.

BIRD TOILETS. 


Peculiar Until!* of the Feathered Drnl- 


zon* of MTtioit ikntl Field. 


The feathered tribes have many- pe- 


culiar ways and fancies about the de- 
tails of tlieir toilets. Some birds use 
water only, some water and dust, while 
others prefer dust and no water. Birds 
are not only exceedingly nice in their 
choice of bath water, but also very 
parlicular about the quality of their 
"toilet dust." Wild 
ducks, though 


feeding by salt water, prefer to bathe 
in fresh water pools, and will fly long 
distances inland to running brooks 
and ponds, where they preen and dress 
their feathers in the early huurs of the 
mornir.;T. Sparrows bathe often, both 
in water and in dust. They are not so 
particular about the qur.lity of the wa- 
ter as about the finality of the dust. 
Thev prefer clean water, but 
I have 


seen them take o bath in shallow pools 
that were <;nitc muddy. The city spr.r- 
row must take a water bath where he 
can get it—in the streets or on the tops 
of houses—but he is most careful in his 
choice of his dust bath.

A Brief Sketch of tbe Institution Which 


Will Celebrate its First Anniver- 


sary May 6th.—The Booms, 


the Work and Its 


Influence. 


While .there is. at all times a deep in- 


terest in the work of the Young Wen's 
Christian association, on the part of 
Portsmouth's citizens generally, 
the 


approaching anniversary celebration 
brings the association into especial 
prominence just .at this time. 
The 


almost 
universal 
sympathy, which 


made the association what it is today, 
\>y coining to the aid of the movement 
in its incipiency, still exists with the 
additional interest inspired by the suc- 
cess of the institution 
and its food 


work. While much of the work done 
is apparent to the casual observer, it is 
doubtful whether many, if any, not 
immediately interested in the work, 
realize its full value to the city gener- 
ally and the young men especially. The 
principal bade of the work is certainly 
{.fraud and noble, and a comparison 
with other cities and other associations 
similarly situated will reveal results 
most llattcring to Portsmouth. 
For 


instance, thu association will finish its 
Erst year free from debt and with a 
sinE.ll balance in the treasury, a condi- 
tion which it would be very difficult to 
duplicate in the history of any other 
association in. this state. While this 
presents only one aspect of the work, 
similar statements might be made con- 
cerning other features. 
All its depart- 


ments have been equally as successful, 
and a more auspicious dawning of the 
second year could hardly be expected 
or desired. The membership lias grown 
rapidly, the addition of new lines of 
work is in contemplation, and the out- 
look in general is, indeed, flattering. 
These conditions, with the expedience, 
enthusiasm and ability of the general 
secretary, Mr. E. H. Lowman, and the 
co"-operation of the directors and citi- 
zens, give promise of amost gratifying 
second year. 


For the benefit of those who may be 


interested the TIMES presents below a 
brief sketch of the institution. 
The 


association Was organized April •_>, 1893; 
when the first meeting was held in 
Higulow M. E. church, the movement 
having been inaugurated only a month 
previous. The young men had already 
pledged S3,3iiO, 450 each subscribing 85.

"Unstable as water, ihou shalt not 


excel," were 
the 
mournful words 


spoken by Jacob concerninpr his first- 
born son. The}' throw a lurid light 
on the character of Reuben, revealing 
the instability which ruined his life, 
autl debarred him from the eminence 
to which his birth entitled him. The 
creature of impulse,, he was at the 
mercy of the mood of / the moment. 
More weiik 
than 
wicked, he 
was 


wholly governed by feeling-, and. so he 
lacked the steadiness of principle. 
"Unstable ns water" — the simile is 
very sug-gestive. Water has no cohesive 
shape of its own. It talces the fc^hi of 
the vessel into which you pour it, and 
changes quickly from one form to an- 
other. That is the evil of instability; 
it robs a man of power to stand on his 
own feet, and work out his own activi- 
ty in the teeth of opposing forces. 


The unstable life is like a rudderless 


ship, drifting on the ocean at the mercy 
of wind and tide. Life must be linked 
to some great purpose to give it stabil- 
ity. 
Purposeless lives are sure to be 


useless lives. lialph Waldo Emerson 
says somewhere that the only great 
soul is the surrendered soul, the soul 
surrendered to a hi#h ideal, which be- 
comes the guiding-star of all activity. 
Search out the successful men in litera- 
ture, science, art and business, and 
whatever differences of character and 
talent you discover in them, you will 
find that they are one in their conse- 
cration to some purpose. Look around 
you lor the men who have failed, and 
you will find in them a common in- 
stability which pulled them down into 
dismnl depths of failure. Unstable as 
water, they could tot excel. 


One important thing a young man 


should do is to hook his life with the 
chains of duty and perseverance to the 
highest purpose of which he is capable. 
Many make good resolutions, but alas! 
not so many carry them out. It is in 
lack of perseverance that the evil of 
instability reveals 
itself. 
Through 


heedlessncss, through the joyous care- 
lessness of youth, through aversion to 
serious endeavor, young men are apt to 
postpone effort to fulfill the dreams 
which come to them bathed ia a light 
of golden glory, until they wake up 
some sad morning to find that the best 
years have been squandered away. De- 
lay is dangerous. The act of indecision 
leads to the habit of indecision, and 
the habit paves the way for the

purposes.

you have

ideal 
follow it at 


once and earnestly. If you have a pur- 
pose, let that purpose be the dominant 
note in your activity, and so you shall 
beat out life's true music instead of the 
wail of regret over ' buried; hopes and 
misspent opportunities. One of Lin- 
coln's messages to Gen. '(Jrant in the 
Wilderness campaign of the civil war 


. ran thus: "Hold on with a bull-dog 


grip, and chew and choke as much as 
possible." The language might be im- 
proved, but the sentiment of that mes- 
sage was admirable. Young men would 
do well to take it to heart if they xvish 
success. They must hold on with 


hief end of life. Man lives for tno 
upreme aim, purpose or design of his 


ife. 
Hence the wisdom of the fathers 


if the Westminster assembly in put- 
ing- in the very forefront of their ad- 
mirable theological compendium the 
question: "What is man's chief end?" 
and the answer: "Man's chief end is to 
florify God, and toenjoy Him forever." 
t'he truth of that answer is written 
arge in the teaching of -Scripture and 
n the service of-the one perfect life. 
L'he Lord Jesus Christ, Son of God and 
on of Man, God manifest in the flesh, 
s our example in all things.

What powder is to the cannon 


ball, so purpose is to the life, the pro- 
pelling, strength-giving influence. The 
iligher the purpose the stronger its 
force. 
Only lives energized by pur- 


poses of the highest nature have the 
richness of experience and the rest of 
satisfaction which make up the crown 
of living. 
Every door leading to real

situated near the head of tho d^-lta of the Nile, 
twenty miles north of Blemphis, und six or 
seven nortbeast of modern Cairo. Certainty 
Joseph's \vlfo belonged here. 


PLACE IN SECULAR HISTORY.—It is gener- 


ally thought uow that tbe Pharaoh of Joseph 
was Apophis (Apcpi) one of the last of Hyksoa 
or sbepberd kings « bo had ruled In Egypt for 
a long time before Abraham. Egypt at this 
time was thft most flourishing kingdom tho 
world had ever known. It was cultured in the 
arts—in learning, In archllc-cture, pruHuiff, 
writing, ,we:-.vins, etc. Tho chief cities'.vcro 
Heliopolis, Memphis, Thebes :\nd Zoim (Tanis), 
tho capitals of different disirir.-ts. 


JOSEPH: wr.s now tdirty years old (-11:45). Ho 


was seventeen years old when ho v»;\s sold into 
Esypt (37:31. it is supposed that ho spent ten 
of Iho thirteen intervening years 33 a slavo of 
Potlphar aud three in the Icing's prison. 


JACOB, now one hundred and twenty-one 


years old, still living In Kobroa.

Joseph in "The Smelting Furnace" of 
Life.—Ten Years of Service and. of 
Trial. Joseph when he reached Egypt 
was sold to 1'otiphar 0 ''the captain of 
the prtiard."

Egypt ranked next to the priesthood; 
and the entire force consisted of 410,- 
000 men, who were divided into two 
corps, a thousand serving- each for a 
year as the king-'s uo'dy guard (Herod 
2. 10-1-108). Potiphar was probably the 
captain of cue of these thousands, and 
consequently a man of great honor and 
influence.—Thornley 
Smith.' Joseph 


was so wise, so faithful, so manifestly 
Messed of God, that he was soon raised 
to u, higli position in "Potiphar's house- 
hold, and had g-eneral control of 
his affairs. 


.Three Yours in a Prison. At the 


end of ten1 years another bitter trial 
came to Joseph. After long resisting 
temptation, his vesy goodness and 
truth are mnde* the occasion of an un- 
just accusation, and without trial he is 
'cast into prison. In tho present case, 
the term very prouably implies an edi- 
fice, or portion of the official mansion, 
mostly subterranean, of which thereof 
or vault, rising immediately from the 
surface of the ground, was round, or 
shaped like an inverted bowl. It is 
called, in chapter 41:14. "the dungeon. 
Such dungeons are still, under similar 
circumstances, used in the east.—Kit- 
to. In Ps. 10ii:17-18, we are told that 
his feet were hurt with fetters; he was 
laid in iron. The imprisonment-,vas at 
first severe. Btit God favored h im, and 
J:e afterwards had a freer and better 
life in waiting upon the other prisoners. 


Steps in Joseph's Training and Prep- 


aration, 
(l) His discipline was se- 


vere. 
His prison life was hard to en- 


dure. Ho was practically a martyr. 
(2) He learned trust in God. We see 
no signs of distrust or of complaining. 
He simply clung closer to God and be- 
came acquainted with God. (8) He 
had long- opportunity to stady hhr.sclf 
r.nd 
his needs. There are times when 


character' grows best by rest from 
work, by slow, unconscious growth. 
(4) Wherever Joseph was, and in what- 
ever circumstances, he did what was 
right. 
IIo< made the best of every- 


thing, 
lie not only looked on the 


bright side, but he did what was bet- 
ter—^he worked on the bright side. The 
way to be ready for larger fields is to 
lie faithful in the smaller. The way to 
reach a wider sphere is to Jill full the 
narrower. , It is well to remember that 
the particular sphere we are in is of 
very small importance compared with 
what we do in the sphere." Piety is
